FRENCH JUUDOR QUITS

BERLIN, NEWS IN LONDON

LONDON, Aug. 2. Unofficial reports received here
this afternoon state that M. Jules Cambon, the rFench
ambassador to Germany has received his passports and is
proceeding to Paris. There is no confirmation of this re-

port but, coming as it does on reports from several sources
that a German invasion of France has already been un-

dertaken it is generally believed.
The reports that Germany has struck without waiting

for the completion of the mobilization of the French army
or for a formal declaration of war caused little surprise.

It was accepted that, inasmuch as France boldly de-

clared to the German ambassador to Paris, Count Von
Schoen,' that she would "abide' by her treaty pledges," Ger-men-y

could do nothing, but include France in the war
zone.

That the Kaiser would try to strike first and strike
hard was also accepted as a fact in military circles, as for
months the German military experts have been working
out plans for a speedy march by German forces directly

across France from a point central at Metz should war
come.

The censorship on news from the Continent is so
great that the reports received are confusing. Belgian dis-

patches claim the Germans were attacked and driven back.
But the news received direct from Paris only gives this as
a "report" and says that fighting cannot long be avoided.

New York Has Taste of
German War Enthusiasm

NEW YORK, Aug. 2. New York has a taste of Ger-

man enthusiasm for war today.
Four hundred sons of the fatherland were on hand

when the German consul general reached his office.
Everyone was a member of the German reservist corps
and every one was anxious to get back to fight for the
Kaiser.

The 400 clogged the corridors of the consul general's
office and overflowed on the street They sang "Die
Wacht am Rhein" and other patriotic German melodies.

On his arrival the consul general aroused the wildest
enthusiasm among the throng by declaring: "The Father-
land soon will need you; hold yourselves ready." .He de-

clared that a way had been found to transport reservists
from this country to Germany.

From h6 window of the consulate several of the Ger-

mans suddenly made out the monster Vaterland lying at
,her pier in Hoboken. The building fairly shook with cheers
as the consul pointed to the leviathian and said, "She can
carry quite a few. . We have the power to protect her when
she sails."

BELGIUM DEFENDS FRONTIERS.

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BANKERS COME TO

JU0FMI00
Millions Must Be Paid in Few

Days for Securities Dumped

on America.

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo ar-
rived at his office-- before 10 o'clocS
this morning, but he found awaiting
him even at that early hour a delega-tjo- n

of New York bankers, representing
some of the most Important foreign ex-

change Institutions of New Tork.
Among them were Col. Franklin Q.
Brown, Max Hay, and August Ulrfch.
As soon as the Secretary appeared
they were ushered into the Secretary's
priyate office, and an. important con-

ference was begun behind closed doors.
None of the bankers would indicate

the nature of their hurried trip from
New Tork. and Secretary McAdoo was
equally uncommunicative. It was un-
derstood, however, that the bankers
had come to urge the Government to
take some prompt and comprehensive
acUon for relieving the tension of the
credit market- - .

The Secretary, It 'is understood, was
told that approximately J125.000.000 in se-

curities was "dumped" on the United
States by frightened Europeans in the
past fortnight, - and that the demands
for payment will be coming in within
the next few days.

May Give Britain Loan.
It is not definitely known Just what

method of meeUng the crisis was rec-

ommended by the New Torkers. There
was an Intimation that they advocated
the extension of a tt00.000,0p0 credit to
Great Britain as one angle of the gen-

eral plan. This could not be confirmed,
however.

The question of preparing the country
for the desperate financial strain that
it is expected will result from the Euro-
pean cataclysm occupied the attention
of Government ofliclals today, from
President "Wilson down. Leaders in Con-

gress conferred during the day on the
legislation to amend the Aldrich-Vrce-la-

currency bill so as to permit the
immediate use of the TW.OOO.OOO of emer-
gency currency now in tho Treasury,
vaults. The Senate already has passed
the legislation and tr-- House is ex-

pected to follow suit tomorrow by put-

ting It through under suspension of the
rules.

Danger To Be Brief.
"While the public treasury is In a

better condition than ever in hc history
of the country." said Chairman Glass,
of the House Banking and Currency
Committee, today, "and the banks are
better fortified than ever before for an
emergency,4 every lclslatlve precaution
should be taken, to avert trouble pend-

ing the complete organization of the
Federal reserve svetem. When that
shall have been accomplished there
be no posbiblllty of financial disaster
of any kind."

The amendment to the existing cur-
rency law, which the House Is expected
to pass immediately after it convenes
tomorrow, permits the Secret? ry of the
Treasury to distribute the half billloln
of emergency currency without regard
to the stlplatlon as to the amount of
bonds and Bfccurity of stipulated sort on
hand.

Railroad Strike Will Be
Averted, Wilson Thinks

Increasing belief I expressed at the
White House today that the greft strike
threatening the Western railroads will
bo averted.

President Wilson Is said to bp con-
vinced that a situation, which he de-
clared would be "more distastrous to
the United States than the European
war" will be checked, even if a com-
plete settlement is not agreed upon.
The railroad ofllclnls and the represen-
tatives of the 53,000 rallwav employes
Involved will see the President tomor-
row.

Wilson Seeks Way
To Help Americans
Means to Bring Home Tourists and Supply Money to

Meet Needs of Travelers To Be Discussed at
Conference

rx. Ct5sOA.- -.

Mindful of the danger threatening Americans in Eu-

rope, President Wilson summoned Secretary of State
for a conference at the White House this afternoon to

arrange plans to utilize all Government machinery to
bring home Americans from continental countries men-

aced by war. At the same time the State Department be-

gan preparation of a proclamation of neutrality as regards
the European war.

Steps considered at a conference between President
Wilson and Secretary Bryan last night contemplated the
sending of army and navy transports to bring American

refugees back from Europe because of the threatened tie-u-p

of ocean shipping now partially effective.

PLAN TO RELIEVE MAROONED AMERICANS.
The question considered by the Presi-

dent, and his premier this afternoon
will be that of arranging for tho dis-

tribution of certificates for money to
American refugees by diplomatic and
consular representatives abroad, includ-
ing orders for the transportation home
of such refugees on any available ves-

sels.
"While President 'Wilson and Secretary

Bryan were preparing to take up this
angle of the situation, Secretary of the
Treasury McAdoo was in conference at
the Treasury Department wltn Max
May and August Ulrich, representing
New York foreign exchange bankers
plans of preventing a breakdown of
international banking machinery.

The State Department was besieged
today by members of Congress who had
been appealed to for Government aid
in behalf of Americans abroad. Tele-
grams poured in on the department
from all parts of the country, asking
that consular representatives In Eu-
rope exert their efforts in behalf of
tourists hemmed in in the countries
now preparing to wage bloody war. All
such Inquiries were cabled to the Gov-
ernment s representatives abroad.

Realizing, however, that tho- diplo-
matic and consular representatives will
be powerless to extend any further aid
than to offer the refuge of the consu-
lates. President Wilson and Secretary
Bryan faced the task of placlnk power
In th hands of representatives at for-
eign posts to render effective aid.

Certificates As Currency.
The certificate plan was considered

by President Wilson to be the most ef-

fective one. Relatives or friends of
American tourists will, if this plan is
adopted, be asked to deposit money with
the State Department. Tho nearest
diplomatic or consular representative
will then be Instructed to Issue a cer-
tificate for this amount, which, having
the guarantee of the United States Gov-
ernment behind It, will be acceptable as
legal tender.

The breakdown of European ex-- 1

changes has made this necessary.
Americans abroad with drafts, travelers'
checks, and letters of "credit have been
unable to cash them. In London, Ameri-
can gold certificates were only worth
75 cents on the dollar.

As a last resort, the Washington Gov-
ernment is prepared to send American
vessels abroad with gold for tho relief
of Americans. It Is admitted that the.
Government faces a serious problem In
the plight of Americans abroad. The
State Department has no authentic fig-
ures, but estimates of the number of
tourists run from 100,100 to SOO.CD.

The cancellation of several steamship
sailings has caused panic among Ameri-
cans in the port cities, who have found
themselves unable to get transportation
on the ovrecrowded boats. The plight
of the tourists caught in the interior
Is worse.

Congress Must Give Money.
A decision probably will be reached

this afternoon as to the plann to be
followed for the relief of these tourlts.
Prompt action will be taken, as, if a
decision is reached to send transports
to bring tho Americans home, or to
charter boats of foreign registry. It
wlit M necessary to make a special re-quest of Congress for an appropriation.

The New Tork bankers, who wer in
conference with Secretary McAdoo,
planned to see President Wilson later In
the day for an informal conference.They were unable to see the I'reildent
this morning, for. In spite of the grav'ty
of tho war situation, he followed his
usual Sunday custom of attending
church services.

Americans in London
Will Aid Countrymen

IXDNDON. Aug. 2. A meeting of prom-
inent American residents was held here
and organized a mission to assist their
compatriots who may be stranded on
tho Continent through the para'ysls of
tho ordinary banking facilities.

They will send men to the Continent
provided with money to help Americans
reach home it tho continental govern-
ments will permit the agents to enter.
It is believed that passports and letters
from the ambassador explaining the
purposes of the mission, will enable the
agents to carry out the work.

The American ambassador, Walter H.
Page, and th'o first secretary of the em-
bassy, Irwin B. Loughlin, have gone to
the country for the week end.

War May Delay Opening
Of Pittsburgh Schools

Austria-Hungar- y Is the largest Eu-roe- an

country after Russia, and the to-

tal area of the dominions in the mon-
archy is 210,942 square miles, outside
of 1,262 square miles In Bosnia and
Herzegovina. Nearly one-ha- lf of the
territory is occupied by the crown
lands. The greatest length from east
to west is about 300 miles, and the
greatest breadth from south to north
is 630 miles. The increase of popula-
tion during the last decade of the cen-
tury was about 16 per cent. The pres-
ent estimated population is 49,400,000.
and its estimated wealth Is 5,UUO,0UV,-OC- O.

The country goes far to embrace Ser-v-ia

on three sides. It is compact and
is bordered for a shorter distance by
sea than any other great European
state. ' Its coast line comprises the
greater part or tne eastern snore or.
the Adriatic, the bulk of the country
descending to a great distance from the
sea. It is irregularly bounded on the
north by Saxony, Prussia, and Russia;
on the east by Russia and Roumanla;
on the south (including Bosnia and
Herzegovina) by Roumanla, Servia. and
Montenegro: on the southwest by the
Adriatic sea and Italy, and on the
west by Switzerland and Bavaria.

Rich soil, abundance of water, and a
mild climate combine to make Austria-Hunga- ry

one of the foremost agricul-
tural countries in Europe. Its crops are
remarkable for their variety, and em-
brace, besides all the common European
products, a great many subtropical
plants and fruits. The most fertile lands
are in Hungary, Bohemia, Moravia,
lower and upper Austria, and Gallcia.
Hungary and its dependencies serve as
the granary of the empire. Wheat is
grown in abundance in the western half
or Austria, but grain supplies are mostly
depended on in Hungary. Rye Is an-
other of the sustaining grains that
grows abundantly in Austria. As to
horses, cattle, etc., the number, has been
stationary for the last two decaaes. tho
supply being about 15.000,000.

Servia's area is about IS,6a square
miles. On the north is Hungary, with
Roumanla and Bulgaria on the east,
and Bosnia on the west. The Danube
and its tributary, the Save, bound the
country on the north. The country is
very mountainous and well watered,
while about south of Belgrade. In the
mountainous region of SumadUa. is a
heavily forested country. The largest

Surging Crowds Cheer Royal

Route to Berlin From

EERXJN. Aug. 1. (7:K p m.. de
laved In transmission) The Kaiser and
the Kalserin in one automobile, the
Crown -- Prince -- and Crown Princess, In
another, motored from Potsdam to the
palace In Berlin tonight.

Cries of "God save the 'Kaiser-- and

"God save the fatherland" filled the
air. The Kaiser stood in his machine
at frequent intervals to survey the crowd.

to frequent military salutes.

It was
alternately grave 'and smiling. He mado
no attempt to conceal the fact tnax ne
was deeply moved by the demonstration.
The Kalserin was obviously, touched by
the scene, ana ner xace snowed tne care

The reception accorded the crown

prince was but little less encouraging
than that given the Kaiser. The face
of the young heir to the throne, how
ever, had none oi tne seriousness oi nis
father. He was frankly pleased with
the situation and smiled constantly as
ne waved nis nana in an uuormai
salute to the crowd.
'It is announced tonight that the

Kaiser will probably appear before the
reicnstag. on xuesaay. wnen it win oe
convened to appropriate funds for carry-
ing on the war in the event of the hos-
tilities which no one here doubts must
now eventuate.
It is admitted unofficially this even-

ing that Germany's mobilization, for-
mally announced this afternoon. s now
practically compleeted. so perfect is the
Kaiser's war machine.

The above was obviously filed before
Germany's declaration of war against
Russia had been become known in Ber-
lin.

English Government's Watchful

Waiting Denounced as Bad

Faith.

LONDON, August 2. The Sunday Ob-

server this morning prints a scathing
editorial on-th- e question of England's
obligations to the Triple Entente. It
says:

"There tls a special meeting of the
cabinet today. Every, responsibility
that will 'lie upori men In ourhistory
will lie upon the heads of our minis-
ters. It is late, but it Is not too late.
If they finally decide to desert France
today, .then, so far as it depends upon
them they will strike us out of the list
of nations that any power can trust.
No matter what may be the continental
Issue of the war, or wars, we shall
never have a friend or ally again. Nev-
er in the world.

A more hopeful view Is taken by the
Dally Telegraph. In a special edition
published this morning. In the edi-
torial the Telegraph declares that the
policy of Great Britain will not be In
the least affected by the announcement
that Italy has decided to remain neu-
tral, and adds: "His majesty's govern-
ment have not decided if they will in-
terfere in the European war, which has
now broken out. They have always
reserved to themselves tho question of
determining how we shall play our part
in the Triple Entente.

No particular course of action has
been decided upon, although at the
admiralty and the war office various
schemes of action have been worked
out to the smallest detail, including the
posting of officers commanding in
chief, their staffs and their subordi-
nates.

"The cabinet will decide. In the light
of events, what course England will
pursue, but It may be taken-fo- r granted
she Tvill be absolutely loyal to her
friends."

Socialist Congress Is
Postponed Indefinitely

NEW TORK. Aug. :. The commit-
tee of socialists which was to sail yes-
terday on the' Oceanic, of the White
Star line, to attend the international
socialist congress in Paris August 3,
did net leave this port; At the last mo-

ment word came from Europe that the
session had been postponed jnJeflnltely.

Morris Hlllquit. one of the most
jjromlnent socialists in tho United
States, left on tha Ooeanlc. but a wire-
less message waa sent to him, and down
the bay a tug was hailed, which took
him off the liner and brought him
back to the Battery. The other mem-
bers of the committee who were to
ball with him had changed their minds
and decided to follow him on the Lusl-tanl- a,

of the Cunard line, on Tuesday.
These members were Emil Scldel. for-
mer ' mayor of Milwaukee: Victor L
Berger, former Congressman from
Michigan: Dr. George E. Luna and
Oscar Ameringer, Charles E. Russell,
the remaining member of the commit-
tee sailed for Europe last Monday.

"As far as I have been able to learn,"
said Mr. Hlllquit, "the postponement
was on account of the disturbed con-
dition of the European countries which
would make it difficult to get a good
representation of socialists from Ger-
many. Russia, France. Italy, and other
European countries. X believe there will
be no congress of the kind this year.'

Asked if the shootirg of Jean Jaures.
the socialist leader in the French
chamber of deputies, had anything to
do with the postponement. Mr. Hlllquit
said it no doubt had its effect.

Adams and his wife had been sepa-
rated for some time. The dead man
left two notes, one addressed to his
parents, brothers and sisters. In which
he said he was "going to end it all."
and the other, apparently for bis wife,
directing her to dispose of his clothes
and personal property. Adams request-
ed that their only child, a seven-year-o- ld

boy, be given In charge, of his sister.
iSra. Adams 'is not seriously wound-

ed. Dr. W. a Welburn. of Ballstbh,
extracted the bullet which lods-- ia
her breast early today, and she is ex-
pected to recover. She was not taken
to a hospital. Adams' body is at Ives
undertaking establishment, in Claren-
don.

Meets Wife At Train.
The letters left by the dead man are

in the pessession of Crandall Mackey J
'commonwealth attorney for Alexandria
county, who has taken charge of the
case. According to his investigation.
Adams arrived in .Ballston on the 7
o'clock train last night, and sat on tho
steps of the postofflce until the arrival
of the 11:15 train trcm Washington.' Ho
met his wife on the arrival oLthe late
train, and in company with neighbors
walked to the Gregory home with Mrs.
Adams. Shortly after entering thar
house, the reports of two revolver shots
were heard. Neighbors , entered the
house and found Jlr&. Adams lying on
the floor apparently dead. A minute
later another shot was heard, and bur-
ning to the rear of the house.

Appeared On Good Terms.
Both Adams and Mrs. Adams were

well known in Baallston. When seen to--
gether last night they appeared to be
on friendly terms. John Veltch and
family, who were passengers ou the
train carrying .airs. Adams to tsauston.
talked with Adams when he met Mrs.
Adams at the station. Veltch said the j
man was cheerful and seemed friend
ly disposed toward Mrs. Adams. ro
outcry or sound of the tragedy was
head except the reports of the pistol.
